HOEVER reflects how few Arguments for this 

of the Laborious Poor have Eftabliſhment. 

Houſes fit for a Bed of Sick- 
neſs: How few of them can be attended there, being at a 
great Diſtance from each other, and yet farther from the Pro- 
feſſors of Phyſick and Surgery; — and how much the Charge 
of Medicine and Attendance on them ſeparately mult neceſla- 
rily amount to, will ſoon ſee the great Uſefulneſs and extenſive 
good Conſequences of an Infirmary, where ouly the Sick and 
Lame Poor can have the Advantage of immediate Conſultations 
in all urgent Caſes ; — of good and proper Diet; of the 
beft Medicines, and regularly adminittred ; — of clean and 
conſtant Attendance by approved Nurſes daily verſed in it, — 
and indeed of all the much to be wifhed for Conveniences and 
moſt expeditious Helps towards a ſafe Recovery : — Theſe Con- 

ſiderations, joined with the remarkable Succeſs that has hitherto 

attended the ſeveral other Infirmaries in this Kingdom, proved 
a prevailing Inducement toward the Eitabliſhment of This in 
the 'Town of Northampton, 
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The Propoſals for the Execution of 
Faundation on Sept. this good Work were made at the 
20, 1743. Summer Aſſizes in July 1743, and re- 
ceiving the immediate and ſubſtantial 
Approbation of the High Sheriff and Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury, it was afterwards agreed to fix a Day for a general Meet- 
ing, which was accordingly held on the zoth of September 
following, when, by the unanimous Conſent of a very nume- 
rous Aſſembly of the Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, it was 
reſolved to inſtitute this INFIRMARY, and by their 
liberal Subſcriptions and Benefactions a Sum was raiſed ſuffi- 
cient to ſupport it, — A large Houſe (capable of containing 80 
Beds) with ſpacious Gardens, was immediately taken in 
Northampton, the Situation of which for Air, as well as for 
all Sorts of Requiſites ſor an INFIRMARY, is prefer- 
able to almoſt any other in England. — By the Lady-Day 
following the Houſe was properly altered and furniſhed, —— 
45 Beds were erected, and the Infirmary accordingly opened 
tor the Reception of Patients. 
A Committee of five or more Go- 
Committce. vernors meet every Saturday Mornin 
(being Market-Day) at Eleven o'Clock, 
to do the Current Buſineſs of the Infirmary, — to receive 
and examine the Reports of the Viſitors, to admit and 
diſcharge Patients, —— to receive the Complaints and Pro- 
poſals of all Perſons, and to prepare ſuch Matters as are 
proper for the Conſideration of General Courts. 
Dr. Stonhouſe, with one of the Sur- 
Attendance of Phy- geons, attends the Committee, as Re- 
ſicians and Surgeons, ceiving Phy ſician, on one Saturday, — 
Dr. Mayne in like Manner on the other, 
and Dr. Kimberley, our Phyſician extraordinary, gives his Advice 
when defired on any Emergency, 
That the Advantages ofa RE FOR.- 
arc of Clergy, MATORY may as far as poſſible be 
added to thoſe of an INFIR- 
MARY, and that the Benefit of their Souls (in Obedience to 
the Injunctions of our molt holy Religion) may be conſulted as 
vell as that of their Bodies, the Clergy of Northampton attend 
in their Turns — to viſit the Sick, — to read Prayers in the 
Wards, and to give the Communion at proper Times,

TEMPERS it mult always be leſt to the Judgment of the 
receiving Phyſician, whether they be proper Objects (according 
to the imitations of our Statutes) who is to determine like- 
wile whether they are to be admitted as / or Out- Patients; 
and 'tis preſumed that no Governor can be ſo wnr-a/onable as 
to take the Phyſician's Deciſion amiſs, --- upon whoſe Integrity 
and Judgm-ut we mult entirely depend, not only as we think 
ſuch Gentlemen incapable of abuſing the Truſt we repole in 
them, but as it would be apparently unjultifiable for us to pre- 
tend to judge of the Nature of Diſeaſes, and the Probability 
of their being re/iev'd by the Gentlemen of the Profeſſion. 
By theſe Regulations, and encou- 
Concliſion. raged by the Care and Liberality of ſo 
many Subſcribers and BenefaQors, this 
Undertaking has been purſued thus far with ſuch extraordinary

The Houſe-Viſitors Office being of fo great Impor- 
tance to the Management of the Charity, we have 
bere ſubjoined an Account of it, and ſo much the 
rather as it contains a Recapitulation of the chief 
Rules, on which the Domeſtick Order of the 
Infirmary depends. 


N order moſt effectually to anſwer the Ends of the Charity, 
and to prevent (as far as in us lies) even the leaſt Miſma- 
nagement or Neglect from any Quarter whatſoever, two Con- 
tributors are appointed, at every Weekly Board, to vitit the 
Houſe, together or by Turns, once every Day, for the enſu- 
ing Week, in Courſe, as they itand in the Liſt alphabetically: 
And they have Notice given them by the ſubſequent Printed 
Letter (ſigned by the Chairman of the Weekly Board) but 
provided ſuch Perſons cannot ſerve, the Committee appoints 
the next in Order in their ſtead : And if one or both of theſe 
ſhould at any Time be indiſpeſed, or, from any other Cauſe, 
not be able to attend, he or they have Power to appoint, in 


VT :iting, ſome other Contributor or Contributors, to oiticiate 
in his or their ſtead.

Theſe Houſe-Vifitors walk Daily thro” all the Wards in the 
Infirmary with white Wands in their Hands, by Way of Diſ- 
tinction; (to the End that on their Appearance the Patients 
may immediately ſtand by the Side of their reſpective Beds) 
and whilſt they examine the Patients, they order the Nurſes 
and Servants to withdraw ; and they afterwards call the other 
Servants, together with the Apothecary and Matron, before 
them into the Board Room, and make the ſame Enquiries of 
them: And then they forthwzrth enter their Reports on theſe 
Heads in the Houſe Viſitor's Book, which is conſtantly laid 
before the Committee every Saturday.
